DANIEL MANMG. 


The Ex-Secretary of Treasury is Dying 


at His Home, in Albany, 


New York. 


ALBANY, N. T., Deo. 22.-10:20 a. m. 
—Mr. Manning continues to sink slowly 
and may snrvive until this afternoon, 
but hardly until night. He is conscious, 
when aroused, but for most of the time 
appears to be in a drowse. 


Mr. Manning left New York a week 
ago with his wife and daughter. 
The 
cause of his visit to'Albany was his fail- 
ing health. He has not been a well man 
since accepting the presidency of the 
Western National 
bank. 
When he 
reached Albany he looked very badly- 
worse than at any time since he was 
stricken down. 
He went to the house 
ofhiason, James H. Manning. 
Mr. 
Manning was placed under the care of 
Dr. Henry Hunt. 
His condition grew 
worse until Sunday evening, when he 
had a slight attack of paralysis. 
It is 
the first since the original shook, in 
August, 1886. It alarmed the physician, 
who feared that the end was at hand. 


Sadden Deaths. 
MABION, Ind., Dec. 22.—John Wise, 
one of the oldest residents of this county, 
fell dead of heart disease while unload- 
ing corn. 
His age was seventy seven. 


DEOAUB, Dec. 22,—G. Henry Vogle- 
wede, sr,, one of Adams county's oldest 
and most prominent citizens, died at his 
residence, two miles and a half south- 
west of Decatur, very suddenly of heart 
disease. 
He was quite aged, and highly 
respected by all. 
He leaves a wife and 
eight grown children in good circum- 
stances. 


Canada's Temperance Laws. 
KINGSTON, Ont., Dec. 22.—In many 
counties hereabouts hotel 
men 
who 
have suffered two convictions under the 
prohibition law are closing up their bars, 
fearing a third conviction, for which the 
penalty is imprisonment. 
The temper- 
ance people have insisted on the strict 
enforcement of the law, and the cabinet 
has acceded X to their demands. 
In 
some places officers who strictly perform 
their duty under the law have to be 
guarded by special constables. 


Foreign News. 


LONDON, Dec. 22.—A warrant has 
been granted for the arrest oi General 
Millen, the head of the Glan-na-Gael so- 
ciety, and Melville, formerly agent of 
the society in London, who are charged 
with being connected with the dynamite 
conspiracy, in whioh Callan and Har- 
kins are alleged to have been concerned. 


ST. PBTERSBUBG, Deo. 22.—It is semi- 
officially denied that Bassia has in- 
formed the powers that the movements 
of Bussian troops in Poland have ceased. 


McGarigle's Abettors Discharged. 
OinoAGo, Dec. 22.—The trial of Dr. 
St. Jobn, Levi Dell and Oaptain Treer, 
indicted for conspiracy in aiding in the 
escape of Warden W. J . McGarigle, 
came to a sudden close at noon. 
The 
state's attorney acknowledged in open 
court that he had not evidence enough 
to convict them. 
Judge Collins ordered 
the jury to bring in a verdict of acquittal 
and the state nollied the other indict- 
ments against them. 


The Pope's Jubilee. 
BOMB, Dec. 22.—All absent cardinals 
have been summoned to return to Borne 
before the first of January to take part 
in the pope's jubilee. 
Two hundred 
foreign bishops and many European 
legitimist aristocrats have given notice 
of their intention to visit Bome after 
Christmas to attend the celebration. 
The pope will receive, though in private, 
in good wishes of the Italian royal 
family.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 22.—Indiana, 
warmer, fair weather.

The officers of the Fort Wayne com- 
mandery will be installed to-night.

the 26th of January next, P. O. C. 
Henry G. Thayer, of Plymouth, will 
come here to inspect the commandery. 


The State Bureau of Statistics has 
tabulated the reports from all the coun- 
ties in the state, exceptmg thirty-four, 
whieh failed to report, on the number 
nativity, sex and color of the people in 
carcerated in the county jails of the 
state during the past year. 
They show 
that 8,007 people were confined in the 
jails during the year, an average of 138 
to each county, or 12,698 for the entire 
state. Of the number reported 7,316 
were white males, 276 colored males, 263 
white females, and 53 colored females 
830 were foreign bom, 2,178 native 
bora; 286 were wholly illiterate, and 
1,469 able to read and write. The most 
of these were incarcerated for minor of- 
fenses. The following summary covers 
the prineipal crimes; Arson 20, bigamy 
12, forgery 51, manslaughter 16, murder 
68, perjury 9, rape 54.
